JIM GILSTRAP, HEAD FOOTBALL COACH 


Jim Gilstrap enters the 1981 
football campaign as the new 
head football coach at Fort 
Hays State, Even so, he is no 
stranger to Tiger football. Gil- 
strap joined the Tiger coaching 
staff last season, serving as 
the squad's defensive line 
coach. Afong with his football 
duties, he served as the head 
wrestling coach for the Bfack 
and Gold. 

The popular 39-year-old 
South Bend, Indiana native was 
promoted in late May to replace 
former head coach, Bobby Thompson, Thompson had been 
at the Tiger helm the past two years, accumulating a 9-10-2 
record in the progress. In the transaction, Gi 1st rap became 
FHSU's 16th head football coach. 

Gilstrap came to Fort Hays State tn 1980, after serving 
two seasons as offensive line coach at Western Michigan, 
He has also coached football and wrestling at Kansas State, 
Edinboro State, Illinois State, Gase Western Reserve, and 
Culver Military Academy. 

Gilstrap holds a Master's degree in Education from South- 
ern Illinois and his Bachelor's degree from Western Michi- 
gan in English and Physical Education. 

Although the job will be Gilstraps first assignment as 
head coach, he has both the experience and depth to make 
1981 a season Tiger fans will remember. 



DENNIS BEAN, DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 




A 1965 graduate of Fort Hays 
State, Dennis Bean's roots are 
deep at FHSU. The Phillipsburg 
native is in his third season 
with the Tigers and will coordi- 
nate their defensive efforts this 
fall. 

A 12-year veteran of the col- 
legiate coaching ranks. Bean 
has extensive experience in the 
GSIC. He spent five years at 
Washburn before coming to 
FHSU and spent the two years 
before that at Missouri West- 
ern. The 36-year-old coach has 
also served coaching stints at St. Mary of the Plains and 
Central Missouri State, 

Bean earned three letters as the Tigers' middle guard 
from 1963 to 1965. He was chosen as an NAIA honorable 
mention All-American in his junior year. 
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ANDY ROBERTSON, OFFENSIVE COORDINATOR 


Andy Robertson is in his first season with the FHSU 
coaching staff, serving as both an assistant football coach 
and the Tigers’ head wrestling coach. 

Robertson comes to Fort Hays State after serving the 
past five seasons as the offensive coordinator for football 
and the head wrestling coach at New Mexico Military insti- 
tute, He also has football and wrestling coaching experi- 
ence at Edinboro State, University of North Carolina. Derry 
Area High School (Derry, Pennsylvania), and Florence High 
School (Florence, Colorado). 

As an assistant coach at FHSU. the responsibilities will 
not be entirely new to Robertson. While at Edinboro State, 
he was an assistant coach with Jim Gilstrap. During their 
coaching stints there. Edinboro recorded two undefeated 
seasons, 

A native of Aliquippa, Pennsylvania, Robertson is married 
and has two children.

Wes Alstatt is in his second season with the FHSU coach- 
ing staff, serving as a graduate assistant in charge of the Ti- 
ger running backs, Alstatt played for the Tigers in 1978 and 
1979, gaining 1 ,351 yards on 31 2 carries, 

TODD DOBBS /WIDE RECEIVERS 

Todd Dobbs will serve as a student coach in charge of the 
wide receivers in his first year with the Tiger coaching staff. 
Dobbs was a starting flanker for FHSU in 1979 and 1980. He 
also doubled as the Tigers' top punter, averaging 38, 1 yards 
per punt. 

CRAIG FRAZIER / DEFENSIVE BACKS 

Craig Frazier joins the Tiger coaching staff as a first year 
graduate assistant in charge of the defensive backs. Frazier 
was an outstanding wide receiver in his college days at 
Western Michigan and will also assist the wide receivers at 
FHSU. The past year Frazier coached at Portage Northern 
High School (Portage, Michigan). 

GREG NEWELL / DEFENSIVE SECONDARY 

in his first year at FHSU. Greg Newell will serve as a grad- 
ual e assistant coach in charge of the Tiger defensive sec- 
ondary. A veteran of the high school coaching ranks, Newell 
has served the past three years as head football coach at 
Lamed High School. Before taking on the head position 
there, he was an assistant with the squad for four years, 

BILL TURNER / DEFENSIVE LINE 

Bill Turner returns for his second year as a graduate as- 
sistant coach, concentrating on the Black and Gold's defen- 
sive line. A former lineman himself. Turner played four sea- 
sons with the Tigers, capturing numerous post-season 
honors. In his second year. Turner tailied 73 solo tackles 
and 48 assists to pace the Tiger defense.

It could be said the loss of 
Bobby Thompson was Jim 
Gilstrap’sgain. 


Even before the end of the 
1980 season, Fort Hays State 
football fans were talking 
about 1981 and how it could be 
one of Thompson and FHSU’s 
best teams ever. 


Granted, the Tigers had just 


finished the 1980 campaign with a 4-4-2 record, including a 
3-2-2 mark in the Central States Intercollegiate Conference, 
but the hopes were built on the future, not on the past. 

The Tigers were returning 37 lettermen, including a 
whomping 18 starters, in 1981, FHSU would have experi- 
ence, depth, size and speed heading into the campaign. 

The Tigers, were indeed, loaded and appeared ready to 
stalk Kansas, Nebraska, and western Missouri in search 
of a long-awaited CSIC title. 

But the complexion of things changed during the off- 
season. 

On May 21, the University of South Dakota named 
Thompson its new athletic director, leaving FHSU with- 
out a football coach and athletic director. 

In an effort to continue on the path already blazed 
by Thompson and Co., FHSU quickly filled the football 
void by naming Gilstrap as il B, T.'s" replacement. 

The immensely popular and highly respected 39-year 
old Gilstrap had coached the Tigers 1 defensive line during 
the 1980 season and had been elevated to defensive 
coordinator for the 1981 season. 

He had also been an assistant coach at Western 
Michigan, Kansas State, Ed in boro State, Illinois State, 
Case Western Reserve and Southern Illinois. 

“This program is on a solid foundation and it’s just a 
matter of continuing what we've been doing, 1 ' Gilstrap 
said following his promotion. 

“For the first time in a long time weTe in a position 
where we can compete with some of the better teams in 
the CSIC. WeTe going to strive to be as good as we 
possibly can and shoot for the first division," 

"But first you have to be competitive before you can 
be considered acontenden" 

in the light of what the Tigers have coming back this 
fall, Gilstrap will have the personnel to be competitive and 
even contend. 

The Tigers return nine offensive starters and nine 
defensive starters, giving Gilstrap the kind of experience 
every coach dreams of. 

The offense returns three of the four starting members 
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of last year's backfield, led by senior quarterback Rick 
Mondt. Mondt came of age in 1980, completing 69 of 
144 passes for 1,144 yards and 10 touchdowns. Junior 
Mike Moore also returns to backup Mondt after hitting 
on 41 of 83 passes in 1980 for 452 yards and four TDs* 

Jeff Briggs returns at tailback after leading the team in 
rushing in 1980 with 689 yards and 10 touchdowns. 
The versatile Broken Bow, Neb. native also caught 18 
passes for 202 yards during the season* Senior Brent 
Blau will provide relief for Briggs. 

Junior fullback Tony Federico, a bull-like fireplug who 
plowed for 509 yards in only five games last year, is 
returning along with senior fullback Robert Stewart, who 
churned for 427 yards to give the Tigers two quality 
power runners. 

Mondt and Moore will have several reliable targets to 
throw to this fall, including AIFCSIC junior tight end Phil 
Brethower, Brethower, who is also a wicked blocker, 
hauled in 20 passes for 257 yards and three touchdowns. 

Junior split end James Davis, who grabbed 18 passes for 
202 yards and two TDs last year, is also back* Junior 
Tony Workman is expected to see duty at split end 
while Tim Graber wifi back-up Brethower, 

Finding replacements for graduated flankers Todd Dobbs 
and Colin Toot will be imperative. 

The offensive line returns four of last year’s five starters, 
led by senior AII-CSIC tackle Mike Norris, The 6-2, 245 
pound Norns is joined by junior guard Stan Johnson, 
senior center Craig Stephenson and junior tackle John 
Gaskin. 

Sophomore guard Benny Olquin and senior tackle Kent 
Colwell are back after missing most of last season with 
knee injuries* Senior tackle Dennis Johnson will provide 
experience and depth on the offensive wall as will junior 
transfer tackle Danny Divinski* 

Stephenson will be spelled by junior Bruce Deterding, 
who handles the snapping duties on punts and extra 
points. 

Defensively, the Tigers appear to be equally strong, 

All-everything middle linebacker Junior Hartig has 
graduated after a fabulous career at FHSU, leaving only 
junior Doug Doubekand senior Tim Holt to fiJI in, 

Doubek picked off four passes last year and was second 
on the team in tackles (48 solo and 28 assists) behind 
Hartig. Junior Darrell Bauer, who played safety last year 
and picked off four passes, will be moved to linebacker 
this fall. 

The strength of the Tiger defense will undoubtedly 
be the defensive backfield where three starters return* 
Cornerbacks Ron Johnson (junior) and Dolphin Perkins 
(sophomore) are back along with junior safety Brad Webb, 
who led the Tigers with five interceptions last fall. 

Junior Kirk Masks and sophomore Vernon Dozier are 
also expected to see action* 

The defensive line is a bit of a question mark after 
struggling through last season. 

Sophomore tackle Bruce Forney returns along with 
senior nose guard Ivan Chrisman, junior defensive ends 
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Darryl and Harold Dumas and sophomore tackles Curtis 
Pitts and Mark Witte. 

Highly touted Ellis freshman Chris Nonas should see 
action as a defensive end or linebacker 

Although the defensive front is young, the group showed 
promise last year and improvement is expected this 
year. 

Place-kicking will be handled by sophomores Mike 
Ellsworth and Howard Putter, Ellsworth kicked four field 
goals and 25 extra points while Putter booted four extra 
points when Ellsworth went down with a knee injury 
during the middle of the yean 

Ron Johnson inherits the fulltime punting chores after 
sharing them with Todd Dobbs last year. Johnson averaged 
38.6 yards a kick last year. 

The 1981 schedule favors the Tigers with CSIC toughles 
Kearney State, Missouri Western and Pittsburg State all 
coming to Hays along with a young but dangerous 
Emporia State squad. The non-conference home slate 
includes Langston (Okla.) University and Panhandle (Okla.) 
State, 

The basic ingredients are there and could make the 1981 
season an unforgettable one for Tiger fans.

Hartig, who received top

Throughout the 1979 season, 
Hartig tallied 82 solo tackles 
and 68 assists to pace the Tiger 
defense.
